in. This is a favorite idea of many 
persons. They see the advan of 
manners which are graceful and digni- 
fied, cordial and genial, sympathetic 
and kind, and they determine to adopt 
and recommend them. They do not 
reflect that such manners are the 
natural outflow of a benevolent heart 
and a friendly feeling, and not to be 
counterfeited by any artificial sem- 
blance.. What they have to do is to 
cultivate, not manner, but reality ; to 
cherish a living interest in the wel- 
fare and concern of others, a warm 
feeling of sympathy, and a hearty. de- 
sire to contribute to the general happi- 
ness—then the manner they so much 
admire will follow as naturally as the 
bloom on freshly gathered fruit. 
Some see and covet brilliancy i 
conversation, but trying to be brilliant 
ends in being only ridiculous. There 
are speakers who depend on tricks of 
oratory, and writers who depend on 
tricks of style, and every employment 
has many in it whose endeavors reach 
only to its most superficial parts. 
Those who admire earnestness of 
manner will sometimes try to put it 
on, but no one is deceived. It does 
not fit them ‘and they cannot wear it. 
What we delight in, in manners, is its 
perfect naturalness as a symbol: of 
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what is within. Take that away, and 
a feeling of contempt alone is excited. 
Even when it imposes successfully for 
a time, it 1s hke a thin coating cheap 
= which a little wear and a few 

rd knocks soon dispose of. On the 
other hand, when manner is the invol- 
untary expression of a rich and full 
nature, it resembles the beautiful col- 
the delicate odour of flowers, 
which nature, not artifice, must pro- 
duce. The gardener who would rea- 
lise this loveliness does not paint 
colorless weeds or perfume scentless 
blossoms, but cherishes and nourishes 


the particular roots, of which beauty 


and fragrance are the natural issues, 
So, if we would the charms of 


manner, let us dig about the roots of 
character, and cultivate them with all 


earnestness. As in nature’s growth, 


in | there is first the root, then the plant, 


and then the flower, so we have first 
the thought or motive, then the action, 
then the manner ; and as the flower 
proclaims the hidden root from which 
the plant has sprung, so the manner 
roclaims the hidden motive which 
called forth the action. Goethe 
says, “If you would create something, 
you must be something ;” so if we 
would produce the charm of the flow- 
er in our manners, we must see to it 
that. the roots of our being are vigor- 
ous and heathy.— Selected.

speak ; and that it is necessary that 
we should have his approval and com-

So that our present Christian teachers 
do not profess to be called of God as 
was Aaron.

THE WORK PROGRESSING.. 

| 
‘WE are greatly gratified with the present condition of the work of the Lord 
in the European Mission. We are pleased to note a very marked improve- 
ment of late. This is visible in nearly every part where we have had the good 
fortune to travel. We have heard a good deal about the joyful times of long 
ago, in connection with the Church jn these lands. Speaking in a spiritual 
sense, we see no cause of complaint in regard to the times of the present. We 
make this remark in a general way. 

True, the Saints have many difficulties to cope with. Being, as a menial 
thing, of the poorer class of the people, they are more or less affected by the 
present hard times caused by the great depression of trade. Not a few in 
this country are entirely without employment, and many are working on short 
time. Yet they are not left comfortless, for the Lord is evidently pouring out 
his Spirit upon those who are faithful and diligent in performing their duties. 
This is especially the case where the Saints have sufficient faith to help, even 
with their limited means, to maintain the work of the Lord. From such His 
blessing is not kept back. And did we require any assurances to sustain our 
views on this subject, we frequently receive them from different elders labor- 
ing in the missionary field. They state that those who thus exhibit their 
faith by their good works are blessed not only with the quickening, enlivening 
influences of the Spirit of God, but their temporal interests are enhanced and 
improved. In branches where such a disposition is manifested, the Saints 
are more lively in attending to the requirements of the Gospel in other 
respects ; especially i in spreading a knowledge of the truth. The consequence 
roo a bag that in those same branches new members are being added to the 
‘Chur 

Of late, where we have had the privilege of attending conferences and dis- 
trict meetings, the attendance of both Saints and strangers has been most 
unusually large. In some instances the halls have been crowded to excess 
and the deepest attention has generally been paid to the instructions of the 
elders. As we anticipated and expressed, the recent attitude of the United 
States government in reference to the Saints, as manifested in their late 
circular to American ministers abroad regarding “ Mormon” emigration, has 
had a good effect. We are satisfied that many who had previously paid little 
or no heed to the Saints or their teachings, have had their attention directed 
to the subject. by this means, and attended meetings to hear for themselves. 
This has been the means of enabling the elders to lay the Gospel before a large 


| 
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class of the people who could not otherwise have been readily reached. “Its 
an ill wind that blows nobody good.” Whether the placing of the revealed 
plan of salvation before this class of persons will result in many or even any 
of them joining the ranks of the faithful or not, of course we are unable to 
say, but the labor of preaching the Gospel for a “ witness,” so far as they are 
concerned, has been accomplished, and the responsibility of rejection or 
acceptance will rest with them. But we hope for the best. 

_ But not only are the meetings, as a rule, well attended, but the spirit mani- 
fested by the Saints is really delightful. It is a prominent feature among the 
true disciples of the Savior that they love one another. The spirit of genuine 
fraternity is exhibited in a high degree at the meetings, in the great reluctance 
manifested at the close of services to part with each other and disperse. The 
profuse and hearty friendly greetings tell their tale of the existence of a bond 
of sympathy that is the effect of being “ baptized into one spirit,” which sheds 
a ray of divine love upon the hearts of the faithful. Without the presence of 
this “ Comforter,” the lot of the Saints would be in many respects a hard 
one. They receive but cold comfort from the world, who love not those who 
_have come out from them. This affectionate, brotherly and sisterly feeling, 
which is born of the Spirit of God, being a portion of His love, shows that 
the Saints who are animated with it have separated themselves from the 
world. They have measurably “come out of her,” even while dwelling in the 
- midst of her. This cutting loose from the world is only completed when the — 
Saints bid adieu to the shores of.the lands of their nativity, and betake them- 
selves to the gathering place of the Saints. 

We have already stated that a visible improvement has taken place of late 
in the feelings and general condition of the Saints. There are prominent 
causes for these manifestations of progress We attribute it in great part to 
the excellent example set them by the elders from home. Speaking as a rule, 
they have been very faithful and diligent in the discharge of their duties. 
_ Their influence among the Saints is necessarily strong. This being the case 
their example has a most inspiring effect upon them. Most of the brethren 
have been remarkably valiant and energetic in preaching “this Gospel of the 
Kingdom.” The amount of open-air preaching that has been and is being 
done this season is, considering the generally unfavorable weather, most 
remarkable. They have also taken other means of laying the truth before the 
‘people, and, according to their own testimonies, have been greatly blessed and 
sustained of the Lord, in all these labors) This commendable course in 
exercising the power of their callings has had an inspiring effect upon the 
Saints, who have been induced, generally speaking, to follow in the wake of 
so noble an example as this. We say a great deal of this work has been done, 
and it is our faith that the Lord accepts of and acknowledges it. 

This awakening, these energetic endeavors to spread the truths of the 
Gospel, beginning with the missionaries and necessarily extending more or 
less through the branches, are among the leading causes of the improved 
condition of the work. Where there is stagnation -there exists the elements of 
decay and death. This is true in all nature. Motion, activity and energy 
inspire, enliven and purify. Therefore we exhort the missionaries, the local 
Petasthood, and Saints generally who have been active and diligent to continue 
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‘in well doing. And to any who have been negligent, slack or indifferent, 
shake off the lethargy that has possessed you and awake to a true sense of 
“your positions. Step forward and, ina manly or womanly way, as the case 
‘may be, show yourselves on the side of God and truth. If you take this 
timely admonition and endure to the end you will have. reason for Joys at 
making and keeping so noblea resolve. 

In speaking of a spirit of awakening being exhibited re the Saints, our 
-remarks are not confined in application to the British Isles; but extend:to the — 
whole mission, the Scandinavian and Swiss and German missions being 
imbued with a similar spirit. Baptisms are becoming more frequent general- 

ly, and there appear good grounds for anticipating a considerable ingathering 
of honest souls to the fuld of Christ at no distant day. |

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THE GOSPEL TO THE ICELANDERS. 


One of the chief duties of the Latter-day Saints is to carry the glad tidings 
of the Gospel to every land. They must fulfill the prophetic declaration of 
the Savior, by preaching “This Gospel of the Kingdom,” for a witness unto 
all nations, before the eoming of the “end.” -Already has the divine message 
been declared to many of the kindreds of the earth, and still the work moves 
on unimpeded. Among the tens of thousands of converts:to the great latter- 
day dispensation, who have gathered to the assembling place of the Saints, 
are a few from the frigid north. There are about thirty-five persons irom 
Iceland now located in Spanish Fork, Utah County, Utah. 
On Monday morning, September 8th, we had the pleasure of meeting 
Elders Jacob B. Johnson and John Evanson, from Utah, who arrived in 
Liverpool on their way to Iceland, the place of their nativity, on a mission, to 
which they have been called by the Authorities of the Church. Since leaving 
home they have, in accordance with a portion of their appointment, labored 
about three and a half months in Manitoba, in the northern portion of British 
America, where about 2,000 Icelanders are located. During their ministry in 
that part they held seventéen meetings, three of which were in the open-air, 
_ the others in private houses. They encountered malignant opposition, incited, 
for the most part, by John Bjarnason, a Lutheran priest. The spirit of perse- 
cution was so virulent on one occasion that their meeting was broken up in 
confusion. The priest circulated many false reports concerning the elders 
and counseled the people not to listen to and to shut. their houses against 
them. The meetings were, however, attended by from sixty to one hundred 
persons, and they left some believing in — Gospel and intending to gather 
to Utah this autumn. 

Elders Johnson and Evanson left the aie following their arrival here for 
Copenhagen. There arrangements will be made for the publication of a work, 
about two-thirds the size of the “ Voice of Warning,” on the principles of the 
Gospel, written by Elder Dedrichson, in the Icelandish language. The two 
missionaries have the M.8.8. for the book with them. An edition of not less 
than 2,000 will be printed, and will probably be a great assistance in their 
effort to spread a ee of the Gospel among the people to whom they 
are sent. 


Gone Norta.—On Wednesday morning, September 10th, President Budge 
left Liverpool for a trip through'the conferences in the northern portion of 
the island. He will attend conference in Dundee, Glasgow, and Stockton-on- 
Tees, besides a considerable number of special meetings in various branches 
where he purposes sojourning. He will probably be absent aout four weeks. 


NEwcastTLE AND DuruaM ConrerENce—A conference will be held in 
the Temperance Lodge Room, Tennant Street, Stockton-on-Tees, on Sunday, 
October 5th, 1879. President Budge and other elders from Utah will be 
present and address the meetings. 
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PASSING EVENTS. 


OpERATING.—On the 9th inst. a mammoth conflagration 
broke out in Viazma, Russia. The Governor of Smolensk telegraphed on 
the date named that two hundred houses and the prison of the town were 
burning. 

Tue FamisHinc Masses.—It is publicly stated that the number of unem- 
ployed workmen in Glasgow at the present time is not less than 30,000. Asa 
'  Jarge proportion of this class have families and others dependent upon them 

_ for bread, the suffering and destitution is dreadful to contemplate. All the 
branches of trade, excepting the iron business, are stagnant. On Tuesday, 
September 10th, a mob of these famishing people broke into several provision 
shops and rifled them of their contents. They also upset a couple of bread. 
vans, and took possession of the loaves. Several of the leaders of the riot are | 
under arrest. More disturbances are expected. Such outbreaks thus early 
in the season speak forebodingly for the situation in the coming winter. 

MassacCRE AT CaBuL.—On Wednesday, September 3rd, Cabul, the capital 
of Afghanistan, was the scene of a fearful struggle and massacre. Several 
Afghan regiments mutinied and attacked the British embassy, consisting of 
the intrepid and distinguished Sir P. Cavagnari, three other gentlemen of 
prominence, twenty-six cavalry and fifty infantry. The military mutineers 
were joined by the populace, and a terrific struggle ensued, the embassy 
fighting determinedly against immense odds. The insurgents, finding they 
could not dislodge the objects of their fury, fired the building, making it nec- 
essary for the unfortunates to sally forth. They continued to fight to the end, 
being, of course, slaughtered. It is stated that not one escaped, excepting 
nine troopers, who were absent on a foraging expedition. 

It appears the Ameer made an attempt to quell the riot, but was himself 
attacked. A General whom he sent to the mutineers with the same object, 
was set upon and is said to have been killed. It is also —— that Yakoob 
Khan’s son met with a similar fate. 

The news of the affair has created considerable oxcitaaiens in this country, 
and prompt steps are being taken by the Indian Viceroy and home government 
to meet the emergency. The occupation, by the British, of Cabul and its 
probable destruction may result. This may open afresh the great eastern 
question, which keeps breaking out in new places. The movements of the | 
British will be narrowly watched by the other prominent powers, especially 
Russia. The nations are in the hands of the Lord, who will control events 
according to the councils of His will and the development of His paspoo. | 
He has commenced a controversy with the nations. 

The British forces are likely to be impeded and delayed in their advance 
upon Cabul, on account of defficient transport. Indications are favorable for 
- @ general uprising of the Afghans. 

The St. Petersburg Gazette, a leading Russian journal, advocates the aboli- 
tion of the neutral zone between Russia and the British possessions, and favors 
the division of Afghanistan between the two great powers. England is not 
likely to give uo her theory of a scientific frontier, as a barrier to the encroach- 
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ments of the Muscovite, however, and it is not unlikely that the present turn 
of affairs may lead to the renewed opening of the eastern question, presenting 
new and insurmountable obstacles to a pacific solution. —
